Rev. Wallace E. Conklin when he was Rector of 
St. Luke's Parish, this letter is reproduced.

Thank you for sending me the parish letter re- 
garding the union of St. Barnabas! with St, Luke's. 
I hope the people will eagerly accept the op- 
portunity. 


Dr. Upjohn and Father E. Sydnor Thomas will be 
rejoicing, ag do I. Both Dr. Upjohn andI- * 
looked after St. Barnabas! with loving concern 
and assisted St. Barnabas' in its growth and 
ministry. Father E. Sydnor Thomas wes our cear 
friend and brother Priest. It was my privilege 
to continue having Archdeacon Baskerville preach 
at St. Luke's each year - finally even at the 
eleven o'clock service - which in those days 

was a bold thing to do. I was sure St. .Luke's 
faith was truly catholic enough to accept this. 
Later on we had St. ‚Barnabas! choir sing a Passion 
Cantata at St. Luke's and the church each year 
was filled with a bi-racial congregaticn. 


I gave my altar from my farm chapel to St. Bar- 
nabas' in memory of the two sisters (Sister Lela 
and Sister Bertha) at St. Barnabas', I hope we 
can some time record their ministry in a suitable 
memorial at St. Luke's. Perhaps the Altar can 
be used at some Mission. 


I hope to see many of my devcted friends of St. 
Barnabas' when I come to St. Luke's in October. 


This is the real thing. I rejoice that you are: 
leading and with ‘good support of the Vestry, some 
of whom I am proud are my spiritual children.
